The Spanish 
War removed Ihe hand of oppression from Cuba and (he Phil- 
ippines, and (he World War is loo fresh in the public mind lo 
call for comment. Hverybody knows whal it was fought Tor 
and what has been gained hy Ihe suppression of (lie despotic 
power that designed lo bring the world under its sway. 


II is lilling thai flic deeds and deaths of the men who look 


part in these wars should be suitably commemorated on a day 
set apart for the purpose; dial all classes should join in paying 
honors to (lie living and dead whose suiferings and sacrifices 
in behalf of liberty enlille them lo (he undying gralilutle of (lie 
world. 
Whal those sufferings and sacrilices were can never 


be known except lo the valiant men thai shared Ihem, but al! 
can appreciate the immeasurable resulls and realize the ad- 
vance lhat civilization has made Inconsequence of.the. heroic 
work of Ihc men who placed Ihe love of freedom above the 
love of life itself-. 


Memorial Day is a time when it is proper and profitable lo 


give special though! lo Ihese things. 
Human liberty is not a 


pi,ml of spontaneous growlh. 
It has lo he worked for and 


illicit for. The purl this country lias played on the baille- 
fiilds of freedom has made il Ihe admiralion of lovers of lib- 
erly throughout Ihe world, and wherever its heroes rest is 
sacivd ground.
